Your  Worship ,  Councillor  Mrs.  Laight  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1952. 

Interesting  points  to  note  from  the  table  of  Vital 
Statistics  are  that  a  slight  rise  in  birth  rate  is  recorded, 
the  rate  having  fallen  steadily  since  1947,  and  a  fall  in  the 
death  rate  is  again  recorded,  it  having  previously  risen 
steadily  from  1946  to  1950, 

The  "Causes  of  Death"  have  been  shown  in  greater  detail 
than  hithertof ore.  From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  disease 
of  the  circulatory  system  has  been  the  main  cause  of  death. 

To  judge  from  the  few  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified,  1952  would  appear  to  have  been  a  year  singularly 
free  from  infectious  disease.  Compared  with  1951,  when  24 
cases  of  measles  and  5  9  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  no  tiled, 
this  year  has  indeed  been  free  from  these  infections. 

I  should,  once  again,  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  you  for  your  cooperation  during  the  year,  and  to  record 
my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given  by  your  other  Borough 
Officials .

WATER  SUPPLY 

A  wholesome  and  Sufficient  supply  of  water  for  all 
requirements  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  j^ear  by  the 
Southwold  Waterworks  Company  Limited. 
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SEWERAGE 

The  tvjo  nevi  pumping  stations  at  South  Green  and  North 
Road  came  into  operation  on  26th  February  and  8th  April 
respectively,  and  are  workirg  satisfactorily. 

The  pumps  operate  by  electricity  and  are  automatic. 
HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AITS  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by 
contract  and  the  Contractor  has  given  every  satisfaction. 

During  the  year  it  became  necessarjr  to  discontinue  the 
use  of  the  incinerator,  owing  to  its  poor  condition,  since  when 
all  refuse  has  been  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

The  question  of  repairs  to  the  incinerator  has  been 
discussed  by  your  Council,  but  owing  to  the  large  expenditure 
involved,  together  with  the  delay  in  the  delivery  of  the 
necessary  parts,  no  further  action  was  taken. 

CONDEMNED  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

193-|-  lbs.  of  home  killed  meat  were  condemned  during  the 
year,  of  which  76  lbs.  were  affected  by  bone  taint  and  the 
remainder  by  decomposition. 


164  lbs.  6  ozs.  of  imported  lamb  livers  affected 
by  decomposition  were  also  condemned.

DAIRIES  AND  RETAIL  PURVEYORS  OF  MILE 

There  arc  three  retail  purveyors  of  milk  who  trade  in 
the  town,  one  being  the  holder  of  a  supplementary  licence  to  sell 
tuberculin  tested  and  pasteurised  milk. 

The  two  dairies  in  the  town  have  been  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.
